Why Wait For 
Medical Payment? 

Many people in the San 
Gabriel Valley area wait 
ionger than necessary to re¬ 
ceive payment from their 
Medicare medical insurance 
because they failed to sub¬ 
mit itemized bills with their 
request for payment form, 
Ms. Hughes, social security 
branch manager in Mon¬ 
rovia, said recently. 

Medical insurance is the 
part of Medicare that helps 
pay for doctor bills, outpa¬ 
tient hospital bills and other 
items and services not cov¬ 
ered by hospital insurance. 

To receive payment under 
medical insurance, a person 
generally submits a request 
for payment form and the 
doctor or other supplier com¬ 
pletes part of the form or 
provides an itemized bill to 
send with the form. 

The trouble, Ms. Hughes 
said, is that often the bill 
dees not provide a detailed 
description of the services 
provided and therefore, a de¬ 
cision cannot be made as to 
whether they are covered. As 
a result, the patient must be 
contacted for more informa¬ 
tion and payment is de¬ 
layed. 

To prevent this delay, the 
person should be sure that 
each hill shows: 

— A description of each 
service provided; 

— The date the service 
was provided; 

-- The charge for each 
.service provided; 

— The doctor or supplier 
who- provided each service, 
and; 

— The person’s name and 
health insuran c e claim 
number, exactly as they ap¬ 
pear on the Medicare card. 

It is heloful if the diagno¬ 
sis is al.so shown, Ms. 
Hughes said. 

For more information, ask 
for a free copy of the leaf¬ 
let, "How to complete the 
Request for Medicare Pay¬ 
ment."

Wander¬ 
ing from area to area prob¬ 
ably without a defiiiit'.* place 
to call their own, these 
large black scavengers ate 
often chased and attacked by 
smaller birds! Often it is 
the moc.king bird that is the 
one in hot pursuit . . . espe- 
eiaily during nesting time in 
the spring. Attempting to 
lu'otect its territory, the 
mocking bird will become ex¬ 
tremely aggressive and dive- 
bomb the raven time and 
time again until it is sure 
the raven s well out of reach 
of its nest; I have even seen 
the tiny spaiTow giving 
rha.se to the unfortunate 
black liird .... attacking 
it from everv' conceivable 
angle . . . above, sideways, 
and from underneath!

I Daylily Show At 
I County Arboretum 

I The Southern California 

' Ilemerocallis and Amaryllia 
Society will present its an¬ 
nual daylily show at the Los 
Angelos State and County 
Arboretum in Arcadia, June 
14 and 15. The show at 301 
N. Baldwin is open both dayr 
from 9 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Ad¬ 
mission to the Arboretum is 
$1 for adults and 50 cents 
for students with ID, senior 
citizens, and youngsters 5 
thi'ougli 17. 

The daylily show is one of 
the large.st held in this area, 
and visitors will see hun¬ 
dreds of outstanding speci¬ 
mens of a genus that is 
growing ’n popularity. 

There is a good rca.son for 
the popiil.arity because dav- 
lilies (hemerocallis) have 
many virtues. They are easy 
to ■ grow and require little 
specialised care. Daylilies 
bloom in every color except 
white and blue although a 
few have a bluish tint. The 
trumpet-shaped flowers are 
also edible and can be used 
ill salads. The Chinese often 
dry the blossoms and use 
them to thicken soups. 

Experts will bo on hand 
at the Arboretum show to 
explain these and other at¬ 
tributes of the plants as well 
as to answer questions on 
their care. 

Daylilies get their name 
from the fact that each 
flower blooms for only a 
day. This is misleading, how¬ 
ever, because each flower 
stalk, or scape as they are 
jiroperly called, can have as 
many as 50 flower buds. 
Consequently, a single plant 
can provide flowers for ft 
month or longer.

This past weekend three 
more wild parrots flew over 
the backyard, heading again 1 
for the foothills. Their call 
was especi.ally eerie this 
time. I can’t help but won¬ 
der where e'xactly they are 
eoming from and how many 
there are of them!

One of the most conspicu¬ 
ous purpose.s of the Iranian 
situation obviously is to de¬ 
monstrate- to the world that 
the UnitesJ States is a “papei 
tiper.” Our weak, ineffective 
rc.spon.se has encouraged rid¬ 
icule of America and un¬ 
doubtedly will encoura g e 
similar opi.sodes in the fu¬ 
ture. One columnist already 
has observed that the world 
is well aware that the Iran¬ 
ians never wo.uld dare to in¬ 
vade the Soviet Embassy 
and hold its employees hos¬ 
tage. 

Along these lines, considei 
the international invasion of 
American property and the 
terrorist assaults and mur¬ 
ders perpetrated agai n s t 
American citizens over the 
last 12 y6a.rs. During that 
short period, seven American 
Embassies and Con.'ulates 
have been attacked and 
more than 100 persons taken 
hostage.
